COLUMBUS, 0., Oct. 29,—Tho official can- 


vass o't tho-voto at the recent election has 
been made. The liiial oflicial result on tbo 
three amendments is a follows: Judicial 
amendment—Yes, 400,022; no, Ml,03ij; ma- 
jority .for amendment, 30,207, Prohibitory 
amendment-Yes; S33JS9; no, 2-10,070. Tha 
amendment tliorefore Ifails by S7.4GC votes. 
Regulation, amendment—=Yea, 90,840; no, 
193,117. -The amendment fails by 201,300. 
Tho total vote cast hi tho state was 721,310. 
The whole number of "males over 21 in tho 
state, according to the enumeration mado by 
township 'assessors, was SOo,CS3, of which 
-738,030 aro white and 17.5S3 colored. Tho 
vote, therefore, at the late election was S2,- 
S23 short of a full vote. Gov. Foster has 
issued a proclamation declaring tho judicial 
amendment carried. It should bo remem- 
bered that tho majorities for or against the 
amendments aro calculated upon the whole 
vole of tbo state, and not upon tha aggregate 
vote cast for and against each amendment.

tion. Tlie train was the. regular one leaving 
Cincinnati Saturday evening atS o'clock, 
taking ou atRichinond, Ind., the train from 
Columbus, Ohio, and tho Louisville train, 
making up a train altogether of one Cincin- 
nati sleeper, one Louisville slee'per, one Col- 
umbus sleejjor, fivo passenger coaches and 
two baggage cars, under the charge of con- 
ductor E; Alexander. 
Mr. Pratt says of tho 


scene immediately after the collision: 


"In company with Mr. Frauk II. Ray, 


general western agent of thu firm of P. J. 
Sorg & Co,, Middleton, Ohio, I made an im- 
mediate survey of tho situatrSn. The first 
to meet our gaze was tho mangled body of 
Engineer Morris of the passenger train, with 
both legs broken at tho hips, a 
frightful 


fracture of the skull, both hands burned to a 
crisp, and every evidence of nearly all tho 
ribs ou tho loft side 
being

Thu next was tho fireman of the 
passenger train, who was taken out of tho 
ditch into which he hud been thrown from 
tho cab, and carried out to tho roadside.

But one man was missing at this 
time, and that,was tho flagman, and in tho 
little signal station along sido the track upon 
which the baggage car had fallen, was found 
the body of a man burnt to a crisp, which it 
is supposed must have been tho flagman. His 
body was completely denuded of clothing 
uud flesh as well, and there was nothing lofc 
of the poor fellow but a pile of burnt flesh 
nnd bare bones. All that; vvax left to indicate 
that tho remains wore those of a man was 
the haad, which was completely cleared of 
flesh, leaving tho frontal 1« • . , bare. 


"Passing from tho east >:du o£ tha ruins 


around to tho opposite side, going back of 
the tender of tho engine between that and 
one of tho demolished freight freight cars, 
Mr. Ray exclaimed, 'Isn't that a man'' ask- 
ing mo to look for myself. It was not light 
enough to seo well, but wo discovered that 
what he had seen was a body. Our first im- 
pulso was to ascertain whether life was ex- 
tinct, aud investigation resulted in finding 
the person dead. 
Tlio 
body was cov- 


oroU by several trucla, ono truck completely 
covering him. Tho head was nearly severed 
from tho body, ouo hand cut off, and tho 
body horribly mangled and crushed, as the 
full weight Of the iron truck was on top of 
him. Up to this time tho engineer of tho 
freight train had not bean found, but wo had 
been told by his fireman that tho engineer 
had jumped from his engine at the same time 
that ho (the fireman) did. About a half hour 
afterward tho engineer wns found badly in 
jurod. Subsequent investigation by tho phy- 
sician proved that he was injured internally, 
aud within u short time ho was a rav- 
ing maniac. In tho baggage curwa-s Uagjjago- 
master Purcell. 
His car was completely 


outside down, the ouo or two wheels remain- 
ing being the only things that met our gaw.

out,—of

lake-encircled, foliage 


fringed city, with its. palatial man 
sions, its 
lofty 
spires, 
and 
its 


cacitol' dome over-topping all, as like 
a silent sentinel it stands in tho midst 
thereof. On arriving- at tho county build- 
ings, which are located about the same 
distance from a railroad station as those 
in Bock county will be when that lonjj- 
talkod of toad reaches tho Center, wo 
found Mr. Myers the overseer busy look- 
ing after a gang ot thrashers, but was 
greatly surprised when he told 
UH they 


were all insane, except those who ran the 
machine and two or three others in im- 
portant places to look after them, and 
they certainly worked better than moet 
sane men and did the work well too. 


The poor house is not as Rood as the 


county deserves, it is an old building in 
quite good repair, but several addition? 
have been aade to it from time to -time 
and the rooms aro not well arranged for 
division'Of tho sexes, etc. "We found, as 
is the case in nearly all such places, the 
usual 
variety 
"of 
paupers 
from 


the little white and colored "toddlers" 
just starting in the great race of lite, up 
to the gray hBired, wrinkled laced, aged 
men and women, some of whom had 
sought their couches and were jtist about 
passing over to- that land where, thank 
God, poverty and poor houses are forever 
unknown. 


Crossing the highway wo enter the in- 


Sane unylum, a large new brick building 
with spacious halls, pleasant diuniiig 
rooms, and clean, well-furnished sleep- 
ing apartments. Tho lady iu cliargo of 
the kitchen work informed us she^ men- 
aced to fnrnish food for the 80 in- 
mates without any assistance excopt sucu 
as 
she 
derived 
from 
tho insane 


nnd sbo passed us a plate of cookies and 
i dish of doughnuts which we sampled, 
notwithstanding tho angry gesticulations 
from one of the iusano in an adjoining 
room, who was evidently very indignant 
over the loss oE any of tho table sup- 
plies. 


The poor house hero is not as good as 


that iu Hock county, but tLo insane asy- 
lum being built of brick aud separate 
from the other, which is an important 
matter, is much superior. Overseer My- 
ers and wife, who have had charge of this 
for five years, seem admirably adapted to 
this lino of work, usiugall the means and 
appliances furnished them to make tho 
unfortunate ones under their caro as com- 
fortable as possible.
